That gentleman hay- 
ins placed upon our table a few days ago, 
several specimens of both articles of his 
own manufacture, some of which were of 
superior quality, we dispatched a specia!

Mr. Miller's observation and experimenter. 
Oar. reporter having discharged this duty, 
we give elsewhere a ful] statement of al! 
the facts derived from his visit and inter. 
view with Mr. Miller. In some respeci« 
the facts obtained are of very great 
~-tmportatice. They clearly establish the 
possibility of manufacturing upon our 
own soil all the sugar and syru; 
requisite for home consumption, an.

THE AFHICAN SLAVE TRADE. 
One of the most significant indication 
of the type of the secession fever is the 
vote taken in the Louisiana Convention or 
Thureday last on the resolution iristructing 
vthe delegates to the Montgomery Conven- 
tion to resist any attempt to re-open the 
African slave trade—the resolution being 
laid om the table by ayes 73, noes 28. A

vote was designed merely as an expression 

‘ of Louisiana adverse to the principle o in- 
structing delegates, was, we are told, adopt: 
ed “after an exciting debate.“ It appear: 


Southern confederacy have voted in con- 
vention on the subject of retopening the 
African slave trade—Georgid, Alabama anc 
Louisiana. The two former voted against 
it, and the latter decidedly for it. It will not 
do to say that though Louisiana did lay 
the resolution in question on the table, she 
is nevertheless opposed to the nefarious 
traffic. if she were opposed to it, it would 
have been vastly easy to. say so while 
the topic was being discussed. South Car- 
olina, Florida and Mississippi have not, we 
believe, given any official indications of 
their views on the subject, although a slave 
pirate was recently rescued from the cus- 
tody of an officer by a mob in Charleston. 
It is undoubtedly true that the materia) 
interests of Virginia and the other border 
States, largely engaged in slave breeding.

Yet notb- 
ing which may be eousidered a full amd fair 
trial has ever been reached. As we have re- 
marked, the attitude of our national affairs at 
this time forces us, as a measure of self pro- 
tection, to give this Northern sugar cultiva- 
tion more thorough attention, until results, 
which shall prove substantial data tqact upon, 
are reached, 
We have determined ty agitate this question 
whenever opportunity offers, and for this pur- 
pose we seek such facts from all who have 
practical knowledge or experience bearing 
upon this subject, as will tend to bring the 
sugar question to a practical issue. We gave 
a few days since an claboraie article on the re- 
sults reached by Mr. V. G. Luce of Plainfield, 
Will County, with incidental mention of other 
individual Gfforts in the same county, ia the 
cultivation of the Chincse Sugar Cane daring 
the past year. We now have some facts to 
give upon the same subject obtained from Mr. 
Aaron H. Miller of Kankakee, La Porte Coun- 
ty, Indiana, who has been engaged in raising 
and manufacturing the Chinese Sugar Cane to 


THE KIND OF BOLL, 
The kind of soil upon which Mr. Miller has 
made his experiments is a rich light sandy 
loam, With 4 southern exposure, sheltered ou 
ihe north and west by a grove of timber, 
thereby breaking the force of the cold, raw 
Winds which usually come from those quarters 
in tho spring months of the year when the 
plant d young and sensitive to the in‘tacace 
of beatand cold. This is an important con- 
sideration, and should always be borne in 
mind. by persons who intend to embark in the 
business. The soil should be well and thor- 
oughly manned. Other soils than the light 
sandy loam may be equally as good, perhaps 
better, but this is the soil which Mr. Miller 
has ewployed, and he feels satiefied with it. 
MODE OF CULTIVATION. 
The ground should be plowed early in May, 
10 inches deep, or soon as the weather will 
permit, aud the seed should be put in as soon 
after the plowing as possible. Previous to 
planting, the seed should be put into warm 
water and allowed to sprout; this gives the 
corn @ good start ahead of the grass, aud this 
start will be strongly and beneficially manifest 
in the future growth of the corn. Before 
planting, the groundshould be well dragged 
until it bas acquired perfectly emooth suriac:, 
when it should be marked into rows four er. 
apart running North and South, and eighteen 
inches apart running East and West. Not 
more than three stalks should be allowed in a 
uin, and suckers and parasites of every de- 
scription thoroughly weeded ont. AS BOON 
aste cane becomes large enough the cultiva 
tor and hoe should be put in operation, the 
cultivator first, to be followed soon after by 
the hoe, and this process cam be continued 
with advantage until the cane reaches a height 
of about four feet, when it can be left to Rec 
until! ripe. In obtaining seed precaution 
should be taken in getting a purearticle. The 
largest share of the seed sold has a large 
amount of broom-corn seed mixed with it, 
which greatly deteriorates.the quality and 
quantity of the syruporsugar. Mr. M. deems 
it essential that the cane should reach a thor- 
ough maturity before it is cut, especially is 
this important in crvstalization. When the 
cane is ripe, it should be stripped of its leaves 
and allowed to stand thus exposed to the sun 
a few days, when it should be cut, and set np 
where it will dry euflicientiyito admit of being.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 


The Pict to Seize the Capital and Over- 
Government---Fears that 
the Mob will Side with the Invaders 
Collision Deemed Al 
Parti 
erett, Winthrop and 
Disuaion Speech, etc. 
[From an occasional Correspondent.) 
Wasarveton, Jan. 28, 1861. 
The half a dozen reports which say that this 
Capital is agaia in danger, that are afloat to- 
day, have been the cause of stimulating our 
people to renewed exertions. One report 
says that Gen. Scott has become diseatlsfied 
with the paucity of the means for the defence 
of the public property, which are placed by 
the resident at his disposal, and that he has 
declared to that high functionary that be will 
not hold bimself responsible for what 
Another story, looking in the 
same direction, is that Mayor Berret, from 
information in his possession, bas told some 
of the leading Republicans that ten days will 
not elapse before the city will be in possession 
of amob from Maryland and Virginia. An- 
other still, is that the poor Old Pub. Func: bas 
become alarmed at the show of vigor to which 
he hes been forced by his Cabinet; and that 
he is again banging back in the traces, saying 
that he can do nothing but maintain the status 
quo, and suffer events to take their course, It 
is certain that the sense of security which the 
friends of the Union have felt, for the past 
two weeks, has been rudely shocked by some 
cause; and that the overthrow ofthe Govern- 
ment is believed to be mear at hand. There 
will be 600 to 800 government troops here be- 
fore the da} of the inauguration ; they are all 
of the reguiars that the Government can now 
bring within hailing distance of the Capital, 
but they are insufficient. Backed by the peo- 
ple of Washington, if they were unanimous 
in the maintenance of the established order 
of things, they would be invincible; but, un- 
fortunately, asin all the Southern cities, the 
mob, without interest in the prosperity of the 
place to which they belong, are now inthe 
ascendant ; and though it is now the fashion 
among the individuals comprising it to pre- 
tend to favor the Union, and to belong to the 
military organizations, which are pledged to 
maintain it, it id believed by those who are 
best informed, that, in the event of trouble, 
all the rough, the pimps, gamblers, fancy men, 
bullies, clerks of departments and small gox- 
ernment employees, with which Washington 
abounds, would side with the invaders, and that 
many a standard, which, among the “citizen 
soldlery, now has “ Union” inscribed upon 
it, would walk boldly over to the enemy.
